Dispute Highlighted 

The dispute reached a peak re- 
eently when an emergency con- 
ference of the United Jewish Ap 
peal in Washington asked local 
communities to postpone until 
after Nov. 25 allocations for 
capital fund outlays. 

The issue is expected to be 
threshed out at the next national 
conference of the UJA, starting 
on that date at Atlantic City. 





Israel May Not 
Replace Swedish Envoy 
TEL AVIV, Israel—Reports cir- 
culated here this week that the 
Israel Government will not re- 
place Dr. Y. Wolfsberg as envoy 
to the Scandinavian countries 
until they indicate a desire to 
establish normal relations with 
the Jewish State. 


Wolfsberg left Stockholm for 
a visit to Israel and did not re- 
turn to the Swedish capital. It 
was reported he had left Govern- 
ment servce to return to private 
practice. 





St. Louis Police Drop Classification: Hit ‘Distorted’ Stories

ST, LOUIS, Mo.—News articles in the Anglo-Jewish 
press recently which accused the St. Louis police de- 
partment of discriminatory methods in identification 
of a group of individuals with criminal records as 
-“Amercan-Jewish” were labelled this week as a “com- 
plete distortion of fact” by Chief of Police Jeremiah 
_ O'Connell. 
In a letter to all persons making inquiries in con- 
-héction with the report, Chief O’Connell said “The St. 
_ Louis police department at no time has 
attempted to segregate, or in any manner 
discriminate, against citizens because of 
race, color, religion or creed. We firmly Exclusive 
_ believe that the very essence of democracy 
is fulfilled by equal treatment under the law for all 
persons.” 






The letter then referred the inquiring persons to 
Myron Schwartz, executive director of the Jewish 
Community Relations Council of St. Louis, who, ac- 

- Cording to the police chief, has discussed these mat-

Miter the matter was called to his attention, Chief 
O'Connell ordered all nation and religious designa- 
_ tons eliminated from the forms used in connection 











with criminal records. 

In a report to Jules Cohen, national coordinator 
of the National Community Relations Advisory Coun- 
cil, Schwartz said, in part, “The attitude of the St. 
Louis police department is that although it feels this 
item (No. 28—Apparent Nationality in the Personal 
Identification Form) has been of assistance in the 
identification of criminals, it would rather forego the 
use of this category than give offense to any group 
... The police department stated it confined the use 
of this form and accompanying IBM punch card only 
to previously convicted felons.” 

Schwartz also sent a letter to Henry A. Atkinson, 
of the Council Against Intolerance in America, N. Y., 
and to Mrs. Vera L. Hannenberg, secretary to the 
editor of the Jewish Daily FORWARD, which pub- 
lished a denial by the Albany, N. Y., police depart- 
ment that it classified Jewish criminals under a “re- 
ligious designation.” 

In those letters Schwartz said that “the form used 
by the local police department was modeled after the 
Personal Appearance Form of the Division of Crim- 
inal Identification of Albany, N. Y., as follows: No. 
27—Apparent Race: (1) Italian, (2) Irish, (3) Hebrew 
or Jewish, etc—ten racial classifications in all.” 
Schwartz added that “we are completely satisfied 


that the form which is to be used in the future will 
obviate any embatrassment or offense that might be 
caused to any group of people due to the form that 
has been in use.” 

Despite the reports, there was no city wide excite- 
ment here following publication in The Jewish REC- 
ORD, a semi-Yiddish Jewish weekly, of the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency's pickup of a New York daily 
newspaper's original story. 

As one result, however, #@ wus being urged here 
that the annual allocation tw» tae JTA from the St, 
Louis Jewish Welfare Fuad te eliminated. 

The proposal for that actien was based in part on 
what local sources said was a case of poor reporting 
by the JTA on the St. Louis story. Sources here said 
no effort was made by the JTA to check with St, 
Louis police before printing the story. 

In part, the proposal for withdrawal of the alloca- 
tion to the JTA also stemmed from the withdrawal 
from the JTA board of five members whose names 
carried considerable weight with the local allocation 
committee. 

The five members, headed by Jacob Blaustein, 
American Jewish Committee president, withdrew in 
protest against the recent reorganization of the JTA,

became famous throughout the Jewish world. 
ful 19-year-old-girl, an officer in the Haganah, the % 
first woman to obtain that rank. She was killed by 
the shell of a British tank and her beautiful, strong 
face stared at readers all over the world from Jew- 
ish newspapers. Subsequently, a ship carrying “ille- 
gal” immigrants was named Bracha Fuld. You 
may remember the name. 

Not long after the event, I came across a re- 
markable article in the Tel Aviv newspaper for 
which I was then the New York correspondent. It € 2 
was entitled “My Daughter Bracha Fuld” and fl 
was signed by Lotte Fuld. Some time later I came FRANK 
across the name Lotte Fuld signed under another article in HA- 
ARETZ. It was an unusually intelligent appraisal of American 
Jewry and of methods of Zionist propaganda. 


A FEW YEARS PASSED, the most eventful years in Zionist 
history. One day, as I sat in my office in the Jewish National 
Fund, the telephone rang and the Information Office of the Israeli 
Consulate asked me if I could help out Mrs. Fuld with a few 
pictures. 

The name Fuld sounded familiar but it was only after Mrs. 
Fuld had spent a few minutes in my office that I observed :“You are 
Bracha’s mother, aren’t you?” 

Mrs. Fuld came here in the interests of the Patria Travel Bu- 
reau, to organize guided tours to Israel. It was while looking for 
pictures. to illustrate a pamphlet, or an article, or a folder, that she 
landed at my offiice at the JNF. 

But that refreshed the story of Bracha Fuld. 

t ay 

THEY WERE a WEALTHY, STRONGLY assimilated family in 
Berlin. Mrs. Fuld was a physician. Mr. Fuld was a staunch Ger- 
man nationalist who refused to believe that any harm would come 
to good German Jews, even after Hitler came to power. He was 
strongly opposed to his wifes new-fangled notions that the Jews 
must save themselves to Palestine. Bracha’s name was then Bar- 
bara, the name of the patron goddess of artillery in which her 
father had served during the cherished days of the First World 
War when he felt he was a real German. 

Little Barbara, at the age of 12, was taken by her mother to 
a strange Asiatic country, of which she had known nothing and 
eared as little, against her father’s will. But the father did not 
survive the pogrom of November, 1938. He committed suicide. Mrs. 
Fuld Janded in Palestine with 10 pounds in her pocket and, for the 
first time im her life, had to worry about making a living. Seven 
years later, her daughter Barbara, now Bracha, was the first woman 
office in the Haganah, and as such, died at her post.

Plugat Aliyah Says Frisch Plan 
Already Tried, Proved A Flop

YORK—A top official of Plugat Aliyah, the General 


Zionist Chalutz movement from which the Zionist Organization of 
America recently withdraw all support, charged this week that the 


program proposed by the ZOA in 
Aliyah and had failed. 

Jay Fishman, chairman of the 
executive of Plugat Aliyah, told 
The Post that the sudden with- 
drawal of support by the ZOA 
had left the General Zionist Chal- 
utz movement destitute. 

He said that the surpise ac- 
tion involved a complete fail- 
ure on the part of ZOA leader- 
ship to reckon with the lessons 
learned in the history of the 
chalutz movement since its in- 
ception. 

The withdrawal of support was 
followed by an announcement by 
President Daniel Frisch that the 
ZOA would soon launch a pro- 
gram for chalutziut that would 
surpass “anything ever planned 
on the American scene.” (NJP 
Sept. 23). 

What Frisch Wants 

The program proposed by Fris- 
ch called for registration of U.S. 
Jewish youth in terms of specific 
skills needed by Israel, with 
transfer to Israel for training 
in collective work (hachshara) in 
Israel. 

“Several years ago, when Plu- 
gat Aliyah was first established 
as part of the ZOA, we began op- 
erating on, precisely the same 
basis as this ‘new’ program,” 
Fishman said. “We found, throu- 
gh bitter experience, that such a 
program is totally inadequate.” 

He explained that the process 
of preparing U.S. Jewish youth 
for the severe demands of col- 
lective life in Israel requires an 
intensive period of training “in 
hachshara and orientation, in 
Hebrew, culture and history of 
the nation, farm work, and com- 
munal life and the new type of 
values there.” 

He said such training is “an 
absolute necessity if the indivi- 
dual is to readily adapt himself 
to his new enviroment in Israel.” 

Committee Being Formed 
Fishman said that a “Com- 

mittee of Friends” for Plugat Ali- 
yah was being formed but he 
was frankly dubious about tne 
prospects of any continuation of 
the U.S. General Zionist chalutz 
movement. 

The ZOA, through its Chalu- 
ziut Commission, had been sup- 
plying Plugat Aliyah with a 
yearly subvention of about $20, 
000. The movement aiso re- 
ceived help with public rela- 
tions, printing, some donations 
of farm equipment and contacts 
within the Zionist world both 


its stead had been tried by Plugat 


in America and abroad. 

The movement also had counted 
on the ZOA for organized sup- 
port to help raise funds for ma- 
chinery and other equipment, as 
well as for the publicity needed 
for the U.S. General Zionist col- 
lective settlement at Zippori in 
Israel. 

“Although we _ shall continue 
the building of our movement in 
spite of all obstacles because we 
beileve in the ideals it stands for, 
the effect of our being virtually 
excommunicated from all official 
contact with the largest General 
Zionist movement will be quite 
devastating morally and physi- 
cally,” Fishman said. 

He listed tne following as the 
activities that would be curtailed 
as a result of the ZOA decision: 

“Our Zionist educational pro- 
gram for Jewish youth; publi- 
city and the printing of educa- 
tional material; our magazine 
and other publications; Our office 
and secretary through which we 
kept contact with our groups 
throughout the country and Can- 
ada; rallies and leadership sem- 
inars for Zionist youth; a non- 
profit summer camp at our chava 
(training farm); money for tech- 
nical training for skills needed 
on the collectives in Israel; sup- 
port for our fieldworkers who 
do organizational work, and carry 
much of the burden of activities 
and who have no other means of 
support, not having time to do 
outside work; support for two 
Israeli schlichim  (emissaries) 
who are doing organizational 
work and are a valuable part 
of our educational program.” 

Fishman said that the move- 
ment’s farm at Wappinger Falls, 
N.Y. will not be lost because it 
is Own by the Hechalutz move- 
ment, which supplied most of 
the funds for training of Gen- 
eral Zionist youth there. 

Fishman added, however, that 
“there is not much sense in a 
chava when there is no active 
organization that will continue 
to send people to it for training.” 

He said there were 30 young 
people at Wappinger Falls cur 
rently and an additional 10 were 
leaving for Israel this month. 

“Frisch’s action has created a 
tremendous feeling of despond- 
ency and resentment against the 
seeming betrayal of long-cher- 
ished ideals of chalutzuit,” Fish- 
man said.

The statements by Mr. Carl Alpert in your issue 
of October 7 deserve comment only because they 
have been given such prominent space in your news- 
paper. 

One is led to wonder whether Mr. Alpert is more 
concerned with “Zionist” prestige than with Jew- 
ish lives. 

In commenting on a 9-minute film portrait of con- 
ditions in the camps of Israel, Mr. 
Alpert charges the United Jewish 
Appeal with “distortion and exag- 
geration in the name of fund-rais- 
ing.” This is so monstrous an 
allegation as to warrant an exam- 
jnation of the motives of his whole 
approach. 

As to the facts: Is it or is it not 
true that today there are some 85,- 
000 Jewish men, women and chil- 
dren in the camps of Israel? Is it 
or is it not true that children have died and are 
dying in the camps of Israel because of inadequate 
medical facilities? Is is or it it not true that men, 
women and children are indiscriminately huddled in 
horrble squalor because there is insufficient housing? 
Is it or is it not true that the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine has been so overwhelmed by the financial 
burden entailed by this problem and by the inade- 
quacy of American Jewish suport that its whole 
structure of absorbing immigration is imperilled? 

Mr. Berl Locker, chairman of the Executive of the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine, Dr. Nahum Goldmann, 
Chairman of the American Section of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine, Aubrey Eban, Israel Delegate 
to the United Nations, Eliahu Elath, Ambassador of 
Israel to the United States, have made ‘the most stir- 
ring pleas to the Jews of America to respond in time 
to the desperate need of the thousands and tens of 
thousand today streaming into Israel. Is Mr. Alpert 
prepared to charge these men with “distortion and 
exaggeration?” One may assume that all of these 
men, and especially Messrs. Elath and Eban, are at 
least as concerned with the prestige and dignity of 
the Government of Israel. 

In a letter issued, on October 6, jointly by Daniel

Frisch, president of the Zionist Organization of 
America, Mrs. Rose L. Halprin, President of Hadas- 
sah, Baruch Zuckerman, President of the Labor 
Zionist Organization, and Leon Gellman, President 
of the Mizrachi Organization, in referring to the sit- 
uation, they wrote as follows: 

“The constructive achievement of the Zionist move 
ment, the establishment of the State of Israel and 
the State of Israel and the normalizing of life in 
Israel may well be threatened by the critical situa- 
tion which is now symbolized by the presence of 
more than 70,000 imigrants living in the overcrowded 
and the primitive conditions of the transit camps. 
This human waste and suffering presents to us a 
problem in which we have an equal responsibility 
with our people in Israel.” 

At the Washington Emergency Conference of the 
United Jewish Appeal on September 10-11 there was 
a complete statement of the whole picture in Israel, 
the good and the bad. Nobody there was ‘worried 
about “50 years of Zionist work in America,” even 
though many leaders there had at least as much to 
do with Zionism in America as Mr. Alpert, including 
the President of his organization, Mr. Daniel Frisch. 
All were concerned about the situation today, when 
lack of understanding of the gravity of the position 
in Israel threatens to hinder the absorption program. 
Everyone recognizes that with the help of the United 
Jewish Appeal money, some 300,000 Jews came into 
Israel since May 15, 1948. Everybody recognizes that 
scores of settlements were established with United 
Jewish Appeal money since then. Everybody recog- 
nizes that the greatest program of Jewish transplan- 
tation and rehabilitation in history has been taking 
place. 

But, unlike Mr. Alpert, everybody also recognizes 
that the people of Israel alone cannot cope with the 
problem of this vast immigration. Israel today is 
carrying an annual administrative budget of $120,- 
000,000. Israel is working under an additional de- 
velopment program of $180,000,000. There is also a 
military problem. These vast budgets, designed to 
strengthen the foundations on which immigrants can 
be received, have forced high taxation and grim aus- 
terity on the population. To thrust the burden of 
hundreds of thousands of new immigrants upon the 
State of Israel is for American Jewry to renounce 
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every solemn pledge it made since the tie between 
us and European Jewry was renewed with the over- 
throw of Hitler. 

The Jews of America, not too worried about “Zion- 
ist” prestige but much more concerned about the life 
of individual Jews and the security of the State of 
Israel, have been responding—not in accordance 
with the total needs but in a measure that reflects a 
genuine desire to serve. The cash income of the 
United Jewish Appeal since January 1, 1949, is now 
close to $100,000,000. It may be tragically short of 
the terrible needs of the 85,000 men, women and in- 
fants in the camps, but how much more would be- 
come available if Mr. Alpert were to wave his flags 
and beat his breast about Zionism I do not know. I 
do, however, know that in his mendacious attack up: 
on the United Jewish Appeal he betrays an animus 
that is not typical of the best forces in American 
Zionism. 


The film to which Mr. Alpert refers was not made 
in a studio in America. It consisted of footage shot 
in Raanana, Pardess Hanna, Beer Yaacob, names of 
camps that call up revulsion among all those who 
visited them, including myself It is perhaps Mr. 
Alpert’s contention that the narrow cots, with sack- 
ing for mattress, should not have been crowded so 
distressingly next to each other under thin tenting. 
Perhaps Mr. Alpert would have preferred to forget 
the fact that sanitary facilities are revoltingly in- 
adequate in camps for thousands of people. Perhaps 
Mr. Alpert would have wished to conceal that in 
some places there is one doctor to 4,000 refugees. 
That might have served his twisted notion of what 
is good “Zionist” propaganda. I happen to believe, 
however, that the overwhelming majority of Ameri- 
can Jews are mature enough to deserve and to de- 
mand the whole facts, and are also able to distin- 
guish between a short-term crisis in immigration 
and a long-range plan of State-building. It is because 
the United Jewish Appeal has consistently taken the 
American Jewish public into its confidence, revealing 
all the facts and not trying to sugar-coat them, that 
it has symbolized American Jewry at its greatest.

New Study Ex-Rays 
Role of Jews In City 

The most monumental study of 
an American city ever made is 
the recently published “Yankee 
City,” a multi-volumed work that 
completly eclipses the famous 
“Middletown” (Muncie, Ind.) stu- 
died by the Lynds. A team of 
sociologists have trained their mi- 
croscopes on “Yankee City” 
(Newburyport, Mass.) so thoro- 
ughly that every stage in the his- 
tory, and every group movement 
of that city are exposed to the 
reader. 

Yankee City’s Jews are ex- 
tensively and intensively exam- 
ined, being classified as one of 
the major immigrant groups. 
The status, social coloration, 
and cultural patterns of the 
Jews are scientifically scrutin- 
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ized as never before. 

The Jewish portions of “Yan- 
kee City” have been analyzed by 
Dr. Herman Frank in a series in 
the DAY. Among the multitude 
of facts uncovered: 1) It took 
the Jews of Yankee City only 30 
years to attain a social level which 
required 70 years of the Irish 
and 40 of the French-Canadians; 
2) Jewish children are more “tol- 
erant” of their parents’ use of a 
foreign language than Greek or 
Polish children; 3) the 397 Jews 
of Newburyport (total popula- 
tion: 20,000) are entirely absent 
from the two top social groups: 
“The Yankee aristocrats’ and 
“the very wealthy.” 4) When the 
Jews penetrate a fraternal order 
or a social lodge, the upper-crust 
Yankees move out. That’s what 
happened, for example, in a 
Knights of Pythias chapter. 5) 
Jews have the capacity of adop- 
ting, and adapting themselves to, 
the majority’s cultural patterns 
without losing identity or interest 
in their own past. This process, 
gay the researchers, is best de- 
scribed, not as “assimilation” but 
as “acculturation.”

Yiddish Press Hot After 
Sholem Asch Again 

Whether or not Sholem Asch 
undergoes baptism in water, in 
the opinion of most of the Yid- 
dish writers, he has already bap- 
tized himself in ink. Ever snce 
he switched to Calvary as a lit- 
erary theme, Asch has incurred 
the dislike of his former collea- 
gues. Asch’s latest venture into 
Galilee, the book “Mary,” is sure 
to produce an eruption in the 
Yiddish press. 


The first blast has already 
come from the pen of Benja- 
min Ressler, in the DAY, who 
devotes three articles to the 
latest Aschininities. 

“Mary, writes Ressler, reveals 
Asch at his worst, even stylistic- 
ally. The author’s entire reliance 
upon New Testament evidence 
not only lessens the objectivity of 
the novel, but proves how far 
astray Asch has gone from a 
Jewish orientation. Had Asch 
consulted Talmudical sources, he 
would discover that the strictures 
against the Pharisees, the indict- 
ment against the legalistic char- 
acter of the oral Law, and other 
canards, montononously repeated 
in the book, are invalid. 


In Ressler’s opinion, much of 
the book is downright anti- 
Semitic, eg., where Mother 
Miriam tells the 12-year old 
Jeshua that the Jews them- 
selves are to blame for the 
destruction of a city because 
they insist upon returning vio- 
lence with violence. 

Moreover, Ressler maintains, 
the fictionalized version of the 
gospel story is offensive to sensi- 
tive Christians, who will resent 
the humanization of characters 
to them divine. Although Asch 
decries violence in his book he 
glorifies it in a long short story 
which takes up most of a re- 
cent issue of the KEMPFER. 

That story, which deals with 
the Israel war and which ap- 
peared about the same time that 
“Mary” was published, proves 
that Asch is still anxious to keep 
his oars in Yiddish waters. 

The KEMPFER, by the way, 
is the only Yiddish periodical 
which will stomach Mr. Asch.

UJA PROPAGANDA MAKES ISRAEL 
POVERTY-STRICKEN ALMSHOUSE

an i a few weeks ago two children died in a transit camp jn 
ee Israel. They died because... ” 

That sentence, with its further explanation, of the tragic plight 
of refugees in Israel, has been repeated in a United Jewish Appeal 
broadcast over a New York radio station for many ' z 
weeks. A sentence almost exactly like it has been 
reprinted in UJA leaflets. It induces the impression 
that Israel is a destitute, God-forsaken country 3 
where little children die of neglect in the streets. ; 

This is the sort of UJA propaganda about which 
I wrote two weeks ago, and which continues to 
libel the Jewish State up and down the land. For 
the major and most effective public relations cam- 
paign in Israel today is conducted by the United 
Jewish Appeal, with its huge newspaper advertise- 
ments, its brochures and flyers, its radio broadcasts 
and its big meetings. 

Millions of Americans continue to get the impression from 
this campaign that Israel is a disease-ridden land not fit for 
the habitation of white people; that it is densely over-populated; 
that it is marked by deep poverty, and hence not worth economic 
cultivation or private investment. 

In short, this sort of public relations permanently injures the 
beneficiary whom it is intended to help.

TO BE SURE, NOT ALL UJA literature breathes this Spirit, 
There have been many advertisements which reflected pride, opti. 
mism, faith; Meyer Steinglass is an able and talented director of 
publicity. But policy is made on higher echelons and some of the 
propaganda has been most baneful. 

The appeal writers must remember that they are talking about 
a nation—a new nation—a proud people who possess dignity and 
have a status in the world. Some of the appeals sound as if Isra¢ 
were merely an abandoned and run-down orphan asylum seeking 
alms. 

Responsible American Zionists, seeking to cooperate with the 
UJA, have become infected with the same disease. Thus one eminent 
leader, in a shocking and off-guard moment, told a public conference: 

“Seventy-thousand newcomers are living in tent cities, in over. 
crowded barracks, in an atmosphere of misery and aimlessness far 
worse than that in the DP camps in Germany.” 

I say that the above statement is a distortion and a libel on 
Israel. Was Ambassador Eliahu Elath replying to that exaggeration 
when he Said, at the same conference: ‘‘We have not done tog 
badly. That is a source of pride to us. It should be a great source 
of encouragement to you. . .” 

Of course money is needed, badly needed, but is it necessary 
to sound like a gleeful anti-Zionist in stimulating Jewish generosity? 

FOUR MONTHS AGO EDGAR ROSS of New York wrote to 
Henry Morgenthau protesting against the negative aspects of UJA 
‘campaigning. He wrote then—and I have just been shown a copy 
of his letter—“I believe Jews will give more abundantly when 
prompted by pride, gratitude and the sense of positive achievement 
than when their donations are determined by the twin feeling of 
charity and obligation.” 

He points out, too, the danger of repeatedly characterizing a 
nation as needy and wanted. “Such depictions must result, inevitably, 
in the lowering of the status and value assigned to it in the minds 
of the people; for need and want imply fault and defect.” 

Is the Government of Israel, is the press of Israel aware that 
140,000,000 Americans are having it dinned into their ears that 
Israel is a country where children die of neglect, and where misery 
and woe are rampant?

told The Post he had changed 
his mind about a libel suit in the 
civil courts. 

His counter-charge grew out of 
an editorial in the JEWISH 
SPECTATOR, of which Dr. Weiss. 
Rosmarin is editor. In the editor- 
ial,, she criticized the Rifkind re- 
port on reorientation of the ZOA. 
Dr. Margoshes subsequently as- 
sailed the editorial in his Eng- 
lish column “News and Views,” 
in the Yiddish Daily, the DAY. 

In the September issue of 
the JEWISH SPECTATOR, Dr. 
Weiss-Rosmarin said she would 
not answer Dr. Margoshes’ col- 
umn because he was a paid 
publicist for the ZOA. 


She said that Dr. Margoshes 
was engaged by a ZOA affiliate, 


‘a reference to the Zionist Inform- 


ation News Service, (ZINS) and 
said he had also been on the 
payroll of other Jewish organi- 
zations. 


She Meant It 

When Dr. Margoshes categori- 
cally denied all the charges, the 
JEWISH SPECTATOR _ editor 
told The Post that her state- 
ments were true and that she 
was prepared to prove it, “For 
I am not one in the habit of 
making irresponsible statements.” 


She made the comment before 
departing for a visit to Israel 
saying that she expected to re- 
turn Oct. 19 “when I shall handie 
the unfinished Margoshes busi- 
ness.” 

Dr. Margoshes told The Post. 
in a telephone statement this 
week, that he would ask the inner 
committee or a similar body in 
the ZOA to name a committee 
of members of judicial tempera- 
ment and that he would demand 
that Dr. Weiss-Rosmarin appear 
before that committee. 


He Has A Charge 

“I will make a charge of char- 
acter assassination before that 
committee and ask for a full 
hearing,” he said. 

Originally, he ‘had said that 
he would either sue for libel or 
ask a court of honor hearing. 
He told The Post he had since 
learned that he was in error in 
assuming that such a court of 


honor was available, and would 
therefore ask for a special ZOA 
committee to air the issue. 





JDA Allocation Hike 
Defeated, Then OK'd 


CANTON, O.,—A proposal for 
an increase in an allocation from 
Canton Jewry for the Joint De- 
fense Appeal was at first defeated 
and then approved, it was learn- 
ed this week. 

The allocations committee vo- 
ted an increase of $250 for the 
JDA, fund-raising arm for the 
American Jewish Committee and 
the B'nai B’rith Anti-Defamation 
League. 

The plea for an increase was 
made by Dr. Theodore Burstein, 
a past president of the Canton 
B'nai B'rith. 

In a letter to Dr. Burstein, Jo- 
seph R. Freifield, a member of 
the allocations committee, said 
he had moved for the reconsider- 
ation of the adverse vote and had 
“very reluctantly voted in favor 
of that allocation, because as the 
matter stood, we would still be at 
it by now if we did not bring it to 
a close once and for all.”

WASHINGTON—A plea for a 
stay of deportation proceedings 
against several hundred Jewish 
and Catholic refugees from Com- 
munist-dominated countries was 
made this week to Attorney Gen, 
Howard McGrath.

Betar Kids Try To

NEW YORK—A group of 40 
members of Betar, the youth arm 
of the right-wing  Revisionist 
Zionists, tried to break up a 
meeting of the New York chapter 
of the American Council for Ju- 
daism.

West German Jews 
To Get 25 Cents Day 


BONN, Germany—Jews 
were in concentration camps 
throughout the entire Hitler re- 
gime and remained alive, will re- 
ceive 150 marks daily under 
terms of a reparation bill just 
passed by the West German Gov- 
ernment. 

The sum will amount to about 
25 cents a day for the survivors 
of the Nazi terror. 

The bill’s provisions do not ex- 
tend to any DPs who left concen- 
tration camps before 1947, thus 
eliminating a large number of 
Jews released immediately after 
the fall of Hitler. 

The new law will be valid in 
Bavarian, Wurtenburg, Baden- 
Hassen and Bremen.

ORTHODOXY'S CRACKS AT REFORM 
ANTI-ZIONISM LITTLE OUTDATED 


By HELEN COHEN 
ABBI Abraham Kellner, in this week’s letter section, takes it 
for granted that the article in which I praised Reform Ju- 
daism for its willingness to make needed changes was written with- 
out the knowledge that the early Reform platform 
included anti-Zionism. 


I assure the rabbi that I was not unaware of 
that fact. 
It’s just that this is 1949, not the 1800’s. The 


liberal leaders of those times tried to be realistic in 
the world in which they lived. With the first level- 
ing of the ghetto walls, they hoped a new step up- 
, ward in civilization had been taken, that persecution 
fand pogroms were part of a dark, earlier era. 
They couldn’t see, as we do, Russia’s Kishinev 
pogroms, the drawn-out misery of the years in Poland, the unabated 
anti-Semitism throughout the world even in friendly lands, or, 
finally, the Nazi horror. 

~ If we realize that anti-Zionism was a mistake, so too does Re- 
form. It has been 11 years since that group officially changed its 
stand. And it was many years before that Reform gave to Zionism 
such leadership material as Rabbis Stephen S. Wise, James Heller 
and Abba Hillel Silver. 

If Orthodoxy has any fault to find, it is with that small seg- 
ment in Reform who insist on living in the 1800’s, who refuse to 
pecome adjusted to changing circumstances—the American Council 
for Judaism. 

But since Orthodoxy is of a mind to stress early Reform’s mis- 
taken stand on Zionism, then Orthodoxy should be amenable to 
having its own mistaken attitude pointed out. Did not Orthodoxy 
refuse to work for a return to Israel because it insisted on waiting 
for the Messiah to come and lead the people back? And is this not 
a possible reason for the irreligion in Israel today—because Ortho- 
doxy ignored and refused to participate in early Zionist efforts? 
i 





As for the place in Israel of ideas developed in the Diaspora, 
someone else had expressed clearly the conclusion toward which I 
was groping when I wrote, “since in rebuilding Is- a 
rael, its foundations must contain the spiritual fruit : 
of the exile, why not include the latest and best 
of our twentieth century equipment?” 

Milton R. Konvitz, professor at Cornell Univer- 
sity, and member of the “Reconstructionist” edi- 
torial board, presents a “Plea for Religious Freedom 
in Israel,” in the September “Commentary” maga- 
zine.

What Israel will contribute to the Galut 
remains to be seen (I write this with hope, for we must desire 
great things for and from Israel). At the present time, however, 
I should like to submit the thought that Israel can learn something 
from American Jews. I should like to state baldly that we Amer- 
ican Jews enjoy some ideals and institutions which it would repay 
the citizens of Israel to study and even to duplicate, chiefly religious 
liberty and cultural pluralism.” 

It would seem from Dr. Konvitz’ remarks that we Jews have 
looked forward so long to the day when the law should again go 
forth from Zion and have waited so expectantly for a religious cen- 
ter that it never occurred to us that we ourselves couJd and are 
developing Judaism to fill the needs of our times.

SAMMY ROTHBERG called me 
Friday to tell me goodbye and 
to take issue with Carl Alpert’s 
criticism of present United Jew- 
ish Appeal campaign propagan- 
da. 

Sammy calls me every once in 
a while and I call him on occa- 
sion. We don’t see eye to eye on 
the issue of the Council of Jew- 
ish Federations and Welfare 
Funds versus the United Jewish 
Appeal. 

“Let ’em come in and work 
instead of staying on the side- 
lines and advising,” he says. Sam 
is my idea of Don Quixote, knock- 
ing his head against the cold con- 
crete wall of Jewish indifference. 
I once wrote an editor’s chair 
about some of Sammy’s experi- 
ences (along with some of Julian 
Venezky’s and Harold Golden- 
berg’s) but he turned thumbs 
down on publishing it—said it 
would harm his effectiveness as 
a campaigner. 


Sammy’s latest trip was to 
Madison, Wis., where a new Tem- 
ple was being dedicated. “Hurry 
up and finish it,” he told the 
townspeople. “You'll have a place 
to pray for the Jews you're keep- 
ing in the DP camps!” 

Sammy called me earlier this 
summer when he went to Israel 
to tell me goodbye then. He got 
back in time to continue his trip 
to everyplace in the country, 
pleading in his sincere, boyish 
way, for additional funds for the 
UJA. Now he’s off again, to re- 
turn in time for the fight with 
the CJFWF's 30 big cities group 
at its Chicago meeting next 
month, and then the Atlantic 
City meeting Thanksgiving week- 
end to open the 1950 drive. 

Sammy is lucky to have a 
loyal side-kick in Julian Vene- 
zky, and the two of them have 
made Peoria, Ill., a legend in 
the Jewish communities. 

Both are big givers. (I think 
Sammy gave $138,000 last year 
plus about six months or more 
of his time.) When they were 
approached by the Weizmann 
Institute, Sammy had let it be 
known that his pledge would be 
$10,000. Julian said he’d give 40 
per cent of what Sammy gave. 
When Sammy heard that, he 
upped his pledge to $25,000, and 
Julian dutifully came across with 
$10,000. 

I hope that the next time any- 
body does any calling to say 
goodbye before going to Israel, 
it will be me calling Sammy. 





N.Y. Drive Needs 
Cabinet To Run It 

NEW YORK—The annual cam- 
paign this year of the Federation 
of Jewish Philanthropies is so 
big that a campaign cabinet, ra- 
ther than a drive chairman, has 
been picked to run it. 

Ralph E. Samuels, president of 
the federation, said this week 
that because of the size of the 
drive, the largest ever under- 
taken in the United States for 
the aid of local medical and so- 
cial service insitutions, a cabinet 
is needed. 

The drive seeks $50,000,000, re- 
presenting one-third of the sum 
raised last year by the United 
Jewish Appeal.

‘A Task For The American Jewish Committee * 


LTHOUGH not much has been said about 

it, part—if not the major part—of the 

financial problem of the Jewish State has been 

the alarming failure of U. S. Jews to make 
private investments in Israel. 

The figure for this year is $2,000,000 a month, 
or at the rate of $24,000,00 a year. It should 
be in excess of $24,000,000 a month and even 
at that rate, it would be nothing to crow about. 

Private investments mean jobs for the im- 
migrants. Jobs mean a decline in the relief 
rolls and greater absorptive capacity. 

American Jewry gave outright to Israel at 
the rate (for 1948) of better than $8,000,000 a 
month, yet it invested only one-fourth of that 
amount in enterprises in 1949. The invest- 
ments stand a chance not only to repay the 
outlay but also to make some returns, too. 

The answer is proper organization. Were 
the question of investments given the same 
professional direction the United Jewish Appeal 


gets, the $2,000,000 might soon be a weakly 
total and then even a daily total. 

The Zionist Organization of America through 
its Israel Corporation of America, has made a 
stab in this direction, but this program is not 
ambitious enough to provide the answer. 


What is required is something on the order 
of a setup like that of the Jewish Agency, 
which originally was composed of Zionists and 
non-Zionists. 


Here then is a task that might appeal to the 
American Jewish Committee. Shouldering such 
a program would be concrete evidence of the 
Sincerity of the Committee’s attitude towards 
Israel. 


Jacob Blaustein, the AJ Committee president, 
could easily head a drive for private investment 
in Israel which, more than anything else his 
organization might do, would win the support 
of the U. S. Jewish community.

The JDC’s Work In Israel 


in the news this week of the decision by 
the Jewish Agency to approve a Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee proposal to give to that Amer- 
ican Jewish organization the privilege of oper- 
ating a number of projects aimed at aiding 
the sick and old who arrive in Israel from DP 
camps.

The split was involved over how much money 
raised by the UJA was to go to Palestine and 
how much for rehabilitation of Jews in other 
parts of the world, principally Europe. 

The announcement by the Jewish Agency 
ends completely that fight and that bitterness. 
The JDC leadership clearly understood that be- 
cause its problems in other parts of the world 
are ending, it would have to find work in Is- 
rael or slowly close up shop. 

Either side could have continued the bitter- 
ness, the JDC by refusing to turn its face to- 
ward the need in Israel and the Zionists by 
harboring grudges and driving the JDC to the 
wail. 


Ruling Against Ban On “Twist,”’ “Merchant’”’ Fortunate 


HE POST welcomes the decision of a 

State Supreme Court Justice in New 
York dismissing a taxpayer’s suit to force the 
school authorities to drop the use of “Oliver 
Twist” and “The Merchant of Venice.” 


Had the suit been upheld, the Jewish group 
would have been liable to the same charge— 
though the suit was brought by individuals and 
had the backing of no Jewish organizations— 
of censorship aimed at the Catholic Church in 
the case of the magazine, the NATION. The 
Jewish position would have been even more 


indefensible than that of the Catholic Church, 
for the two works against which the bans were 
sought, are recognized classics. 

In very few school systems are either of the 
two works used, other than as supplementary 
reading. Were the school authorities to con- 
struct their English curricula around these 
works, that would be something else again and 
the Jewish group could then no doubt work 
out a good case for prejudice. . 

As it is, the ruling was fortunate. Much 
harm was averted and a dangerous pitfall 
avoided.

The Pledge To Attend Services 


E ARE heartily in favor of the oath 
taken by the 1,100 members of Seattle’s 
Herzl Congregation to observe the Sabbath and 
to attend services weekly. Yet we are inclined 
to be skeptical. 
It is possible that parts of the U. S. Jewish 
community are so close to loyal attendance as 
to keep such a serious pledge. But we will 


have ‘to be convinced by performance and will 
watch the experiment in that Conservative 
Congregation with interest. 

It would be interesting to learn what a 
psychologist would think of the procedure. In 
Catholicism, the taking of pledges of abstinence 
and of observance is quite common, yet 
breaches are matters of general knowledge. 


Current Comment e 


Current return to Jewishness is on a nega- 
tive foundation and may disappear unless 
planned action is taken to maintain and ex- 
pand it, says Dr. Solomon Grayzel, noted Jew- 
ish historian—-Faith in the current return to 
Jewishness becomes suspect as soon as one re- 
alizes how external are the causes which 
brought it about. The Hitler era has thrown us 
back upon oursélves, the attitude of Christian 
society during and after the war having evi- 
dently belied its humanitarian claims which 
used to be taken so seriously by so many 
Jews. The establishment of the State of Is- 
rael has aroused hopes of Jewish survival 
among large segments of the Jewish popula- 
tion which had previously despaired and been 
ready to lose themselves in assimilation. A 
new generation of community leaders has aris- 
en, with new interest in Jewish life; while the 
old generation, whose strange ways had some- 
times alienated their children, is no more. 
Fnally, the intellectual currents of the pres- 
ent day, with their roots in religion and even in 
mysticism, could not but penetrate into the 
consciousness of the Jewish population ever 
sensitive to its environment. All of these are 
more or less negative motives. They offer 
no assurance of permanence for any cultural 
structure built upon them, 


The strenuous efforts made within the Jew- 
ish community have no doubt also helped to 
bring about the present eagerness to learn 
about Jewish life. Rabbis and other Jewish ed- 
peators, for more than a generation now, have 
been insisting on the need for greater loyalty 
to Jewish tradition and deeper understanding 
of Jewish values. Schools and textbooks have 
improved. Books and periodicals are better writ- 
ten and more pertinent. These efforts will con- 
tinue; but will they satisfy the need? And un- 
less the need is satisfied within the coming 
decade there is danger that our efforts will 
come too late. 


No one type of activity will bring about 
the desired result. There is one, however, up- 
on which we must rely more and more as the 
simplest and most direct, namely, the encour- 
agement of the reading of books on Jewish sub- 
jects. During the recent past, even commer- 
cial publishers have produced a quantity of 
good Jewish reading material. Jewish com- 
munities alive to their duty will yet learn to 
make the publication and distribution of Jew- 
ish books in English one of their primary ac- 
tivities. This seems to be an obvious way to 
create that large body of fairly well informed 
Jews as a foundation for a Jewish culture. 
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N. Y. High Court Bars 
Ban On ‘Oliver Twist’ 


National Jewish Post 
YORK—A Jewish bid 


for a permanent ban on “Oliver 
Twist” and the “Merchant of 
Venice” in New York city publie 
schools was rejected this week 
by a N.Y. State Supreme Court 
Justice. 


Justice Anthony J. di Giovana 
dismissed a taxpayer’s suit aimed 
at compelling the N.Y. City 
Board of Education to remove 
the two classics from the city 
public school lists. 


He ruled that a book should 
be suppressed only when “malici- 
ously written for the apparent 
purpose of promoting and fo. 
menting a bigoted and intolerant 
hatred against a particular racial 
or religious group.” 

Maurice B. Rosenberg of New 
York, who filed the suit, charged 
the two books were “anti-Semitic 
and anti-religious.” 


~ The court ruled that “publie 
interest in free and democratic 
society Goes not warrant or en- 
courage the suppression of any 
book at the whim of any unduly 
sensitive person or group of per- 
sons, merely because a character 
described in such a book as be. 
longing to a particular race or 
religion is portrayed in a deroga- 
tory or offensive manner.” 





Washington To Show 
Isaiah Scrolls 


WASHINGTON—Three of the 
much disputed Isaiah scrolls will 
be displayed “for the first time 
anywhere in the world” at the 
Library of Congress here start- 
ing Oct. 23, it was announced this 
week. 


Since the news of the discovery 
of the scrolls was made public, 
Biblical scholars have been firing 
broadsides at each other in their 
sober technical journals and in 
the public press over the auth- 
enticity of the scrolls. 


The Library, in reporting on. 
the find in a Jericho cave, said 
that the display will include 
the complete text of the Book 
of Isaiah. 


The scrolls will be placed near 
the Shrine of the Declaration of 
Independence and the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. They 
will remain on exhibit until Nov. 
6. 


The Library statement took 
Sides in the dispute over the 
scrolls with the assertion, in its 
announcement, that “there can be 
no possible doubt of their anti- 
quity.” 


JDC Says Will Need 
45 Million In 1950 


PARIS—A clue to the sums the 
Joint Distribution Committee will 
seek in negotiations now under 
way on a contract for the 1950 
United Jewish Appeal emerged 
this week from a JDC statement 
that it will need a minumum of 
$45,000,000 for its 1950 program. 

The figure, described as an “ab 
solute’ minmum,” was announced 
at the end of a week-long con: 
ference of the JDC in Paris. 


Joseph Schwartz, over-all Euro: 
pean director, said the JDC con 
templated four major tasks next 
year. 


These included emigration t0 
Israel, the United States and other 
countries of 100,600 Jews; aid 
to Jews in Moslem countries; 
care for the “hard core” of aged, 
sick and disabled Jews in Europe 
and Israel; and helping the rem 
nants of Jewish communities if 
Europe to be self-supporting. 
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BABBI FINDS RESPONSE TO JUDAISM 
IN NATIONAL GUARD AMAZING 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

When President Truman gave 
men of draft age the choice be- 
tween enlistment in the armed 
services for a year or member- 
ship in the National Guard, thou- 
sands of young men chose the lat- 
ter. Among these were the usual 
proportion of Jews who chose 
the weekly drill 2nd the two-week 
summer vacation of the National 
Guard instead of interrupting 
their studies or their chosen bus- 
jness for a full year. 


To maintain my status in the 
O.R.C. I volunteered to serve as 
the Jewish Chaplain of the 42nd 
Infantry Division at the annual 
summer encampment at Pine 
Camp, N. Y. As a chaplain I ex- 
pected little activity apart from 
Sabbath Services and a goodly 
amount of relaxation in the cool 
weather of upper N. Y. But man 
plans, and God laughs. More than 
relaxation was in store for me. 
I soon discovered that my ten 
commandments chaplain insignia 
were aS conspicuous as if they 
contained neon lights. Faces brig- 
htened at the sight of the famil- 
jar tablets beside the major’s leaf. 
It was the expression of pride in 
pelonging to a group which had 
received equal recognition with 
all other religious groups. While 
each regiment could claim its own 
chaplain I became their chaplain, 
their own unique possession. 
From recruit to colonel I found 
that same expression which seem- 
ed to say: “I belong to your faith 
and I’m glad you're here.” There 
were countless occasions during 
my four years as chaplain during 
the war when I experienced simi- 
Jar reactions, but never on the 
universal scale as at Pine Camp. 
There is little doubt that the birth 
of the Jewish State contributed 
in large measure to this uncon- 
scious desire to be identified as 
Jews. Whatever the reason, it 
gave me a warm, comfortable 
feeling that I was needed here 
and was serving a real purpose. 
It was difficult to determine the 
number of Jews in a complement 
of 11,000 men. Estimating rough- 
ly there were from twelve to fif- 
teen hundred Jewish men. I ar- 


rived at this figure as follows: 
About 300 men attended services 
at Jeast once. In war time about 
one out of every four participated 
in Jewish activities. Realizing the 
effect of the “tablets” insignia I 
resolved to be seen by aS many 


as possible. 

With a jeep for transportation 
I traveled over hill and valley to 
meet the men in their training. 
When I found a cluster of men 
the officers in charge would eall 
them together to hear the chap- 
lain. My words were addressed to 
all. I spoke of an unseen world 
of spiritual values which find ex- 
pression in our human relation. 
As members of the human fam- 
ily, we need to dwell upon those 
factors which unite us, such as 
fairplay, kindness, and honesty, 
and the place to begin is in the 
family, in our business and school 
relationships. In our battalion I 
was escorted by Colonel Butt, the 
Commanding Officer of the 106 
Infantry Battalion. His reaction 
to my remarks was.most enthusi- 
astic. 

It was obvious that such ideas 
were usually limited to the chapel 
and to those who never set foot 
into the chapel they were entire- 
ly new. The Colonel was quick to 
recognize this fact and urged me 
to speak to his other groups 
seattered over an area of many 
square miles. At the end of the 
day I was heard by at least 1,000 
men. Here were sizable congrega- 
tions unheard of in civilian life 
and what rabbi would miss such 
an opportunity. Encouraged be- 
yond words by Colonel Butt, I 
visited other battalions and re- 
ceived a similar reception by all. 
During the two weeks I was heard 
by at least 5,000 men. My original 
purpose was to expose myself to 
the Jewish men, I ended by kill- 
ing two birds with one stone. 

A number of “my” boys stand 
out and are deserving of men- 


tion. There was Sgt. Major Abra-- 


ham Berman, 189, Rodney St. 
Brooklyn, with the 102nd Medical 
Battalion, along with his assistant 
Sgt. Colman Goldstein, 570 West 
193 St. N.Y.C. These two men 
like countless others were Ortho- 
dox Their Commanding Officer, 
Lt. Col. John A. Kelley, a devout 
Catholic himself, appreciated 
their pious observance. Next to 
their office in the orderly room, 
they ate and slept. Having drawn 
separate rations they spared no- 
thing in their 100 per cent Kosher 
diet, even to the use of kosher 
dishes. 


Any Jewish lad who had qualms 
about eating trefa found a friend- 
ly ear in Sgt. Berman who was 
not only permitted to eat apart, 


but was given extra cans of 
food if needed. The large supply 
of kosher meat provided by the 
Jewish Welfare Board found nu- 
merous kosher consumers. Sgt. 
Berman along with many others 
never failed to don Tallis and Te- 
philin daily for their morning 
prayers. Men like Pfc. Leon Dan- 
ziger of 1696 Park P}. Brooklyn, 
managed to avoid all forms of ac- 
tivity on the Sabbath. No hard 
feelings were incurred as he per- 
formed his regular duties on Sun- 
day. 


A number of kitchens were 
manned by Jewish personnel. I 
received an invitation to have 
Shabbos dinner with one group 
whose cook was Sgt. Morton Starr 
85 Bristol St. Brooklyn. Without 
my knowledge, he proceeded to 
kosher all the chickens in order 
that his chaplain could be assured 
of his kosher portion. When 
drinks were needed to go with the 
salami sandwiches after services, 
Set. Starr supplied them from his 
kitchen. 


After the services on Sabbath 
morning one pious soul, pfc. Cher- 
nok, a yeshivah bochur from 
Brooklyn, approached me to en- 
quire whether we would have 
Minchah and Maariv services. I 
assured him that I would gladly 
be present if he could bring out a 
few more. Twenty Orthodox lads, 
many of whom were members of 
Young Israel, turned out for Min- 
chah. Here was an experience I 
failed to encounter in four years 
in the army. Between Minchah 
and -Maariv the boys gathered 
about a table to hear my inter- 
petation of a chapter of Perek 
(Ethics of the Father). 


Services on Friday evening and 
Sabbath morning were well at- 
tended. While about three quar- 
ters were the usual Jewish illi- 
terates, at least one quarter was 
familiar with the services and re- 
sponded wholeheartedly. While a 
few were unhappy with my 
“goyish” service (responsive read- 
ings in English) the vast major- 
ity approved my fair compromise 
in presenting a service both Or- 
thodox and Conservative. 

As a result of this two weeks 
tour at Pine Camp I am consider- 
ing seriously the invitation of 
General Anderson to join the 42 
nd Infantry Division of the N.Y. 


National Guard.

ALPERT PROTESTS NJP STORY 
ON BRANDEIS AND PROF. EINSTEIN

It was with considerable con- 
cern that I read Mr. Levine’s 
article in your issue of Septem- 
ber 23, purporting to describe 
the recent meeting of the Louis- 
ville, Kentucky Brandeis Univer- 
Sity Associates. 

In my address on that occasion 
I dealt with the record of ac- 
hievement of Brandeis Univer- 
sity during its first year, with 
the caliber of its faculty and 
student body, with its plans for 
the future and with the impact 
which the nation’s first Jewish 
Sponsored, non-sectarian institu- 
tion of higher learning has had 
upon the Jewish and non-Jewish 
world. In brief, it was my hope 
that I had covered the material 
and relevant aspects of what has 
been termed “the most interesting 
educational innovation of the past 
decade”, 

During the question period 
which followed my address, one 
of the many questions asked re- 


7 lated to the old Einstein episode. 


It seems somewhat unfortunate 
that of all the significant deve- 
lopments which have taken place 
at Brandeis University, most of 
which I sought to portray at 
the Louisville meeting, that your 
correspondent found only a con- 
troversy, now more than two 
years old, worthy of space in 
his report. 

Professor Einstein and Profes- 
sor Nathan were involved in one 
of the many controversies which 
characterized the early planning 
stages of Brandeis University. 
These controversies were inevit- 
able concomitants of the attempt 
to shape a university in a new, 
hitherto untried, mold. It is to 
the credit of the participants in 
the early deliberations that they 
presented their views forthrightly 
and sincerely. The various de- 


bates and clashes of opinion con- 
tributed greatly to the composite 
view which finally prevailed. 
Certainly the public and the 
press should now be willing to 


permit these controversies to be 
relegated to the historical niches 
appropriate to their importance. 
Brandeis University has no de- 
sire to conceal the controversies 
and debates which preceded the 
launching of the school; but nei- 
ther does it see any value in pro- 
longing these issues which are 
now academic at best. 


Brandeis has completed one 
year and is now in its second 
school year. Its views on faculty, 
on student selection, on curricu- 
lum, on plans for the future have 
been made clear. These are the 


issues worthy of discussion and 
attention today. The general pub- 
lic and the educational world will 
evaluate the first corporate con- 
tribution of American Jewry to 
higher education on the basis of 
its scholastic record, not on the 
basis of theoretical controvers- 
ies which ensued before the act- 
ual launching of the University.

OF IMPORTING REFORM INTO ISRAEL 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 
It would be interesting to know 
what the requirements are for an 
editor of a woman’s page in your 
worthy periodical. Apparently a 
profound appreciation of Jewish 
history is not one of them. 


In her column of Sept. 9, Mrs. 
Cohen in answering Rabbi Gold- 
man of New Orleans challenges 
his statement that “foreign spir- 
itual fruits will not find a suit- 
able ciimate in Israel.” In order 
to prove him wrong, she proceeds 
to convince us that Jewish spirit- 
ual fruits blossomed outside of 
the Holy Land during the period 
of the exile. Of course, they did, 
otherwise we could scarcely have 
survived as a people. But the 
fact that Jewish spiritual values 
like the Talmud, which incident- 
ally was based on Palestinian 
foundations, prospered outside of 
Palestine does not in any manner 
guarantee that foreign fruits 
could be successfully imported 
into the Holy Land. Besides, to 
equate the compilation of the 
Talmud with the works of Bialik 
is an ‘audacious presumption 
which the late poet would be the 
very first to challenge. 


May I cite an example of a 
foreign spiritual fruit which 
could not possibly be imported 
into the Holy Land with any de- 
gree of success? The rise of Re- 
form in Germany in the 19th cen- 
tury is a timely example, I be- 
lieve. According to the testimony 
of A.H. Silver, the early propon- 
ents of this movement certainly 
were not inspired by any Jew- 
ish ideals and to understand to 
what extent its proponents alien- 
ated themselves from the very 
thought of Zion one needs only to 
quote such a distinguished theo- 
logian of Reform as Dr. Kaufman 
Kohler, that for a Reformed Jew 
“the prayer for the restoration 
of ancient Jerusalem is like a lie 
on his lips,” while Prof. Ludwig 
Geiger recommended that Ger- 
man Zionists should be denied 
citizenship rights claiming that 
“this is the only answer that the 
German national conscience can 
give.” May I now very humbly 
ask whether Mrs. Cohen would 
recommend that this foreign fruit 
be imported to Israel to chal- 
lenge Rabbi Goldman’s claim? I 
quote a distinguished Reformed 
Rabbi who in the very same issue 
of your worthy publication as- 
sures us that the services in the 
two so-called Reformed temples 
of the Holy Land “are hardly dis- 
tinguishable from Orthodox ser- 
vices in the United States.” 


I am sure that on mature re- 
flecting your charming and able 
feature writer will reconsider her 


opinion and will want to adduce 
more convicing proof if she still 
believes that foreign spiritual 
fruits could successfully prosper 
in Israel.

a HE attractiveness of “Songs 
ae Palestine” lies in the 
warmth of the music, eight 
songs, most of which are fairly 
modern compositions and not tra- 
ditional at all, as one might as- 
sume from the title. 

Both the Lengyels perform 
these numbers with great earn- 
estness, but only Josef succeeds 
im imparting to them a sense of 
musicianship. His interpretations, 
more so than those given by Hil- 
da, sound as if they were more 
carefully thought out in the 
mind’s inner ear.

NEW YORK,— (WN S) —The 
Protestant Film Commission, re- 
presenting the principal Protest- 
ont denominations, announced 
here the production of a com- 
mercial motion picture dealing 
with the theme of anti-Semitism.

JPFO To Fight Congress Ouster 
At Convention, Official Says

INDIANAPOLIS— (NJP)—A top official of the Jewish Peo. 
ple’s Fraternal Order said this week his group will carry its fight 
against its recent ouster from the American Jewish Congress to 
the Congress convention next month, 

G. Sandler, national executive secretary, made the statement 


during a one-day visit here to 
aidress the JPFO’s tiny chapter 
in this wealthy and conservative 
Jewish community. 

A 60-minute interview produ- 
ced a vigorous defense by Sand- 
ler of the JPFO as a progressive 
Jewish organization along with 
equally vigorous defenses of re- 
cent anti-Zionist activities by the 
Soviet Union and its East Euro- 
pean satellites. 

JPFO Kicked Out 

The JPFO was booted out of 
the Congress last May on grounds 
of violating Congress policy. The 
American Jewish Labor Council, 
also regarded as a pro-Commun- 
ist group, was expelled at the 
same time. 

Both organizations were labeled 
subversive by Tom Clark, when 
he was U.S. Attorney General. 


Sandler reported that efforts 
last spring to expel the Los 
Angeles JPFO chapter from the 
Los Angeles Jewish Commun- 
ity Council had failed and that 
the chapter was still an active 
member. He said he thought 
that “reactionaries” in the JCC 
would soon renew their at- 
tempts. 

He said the Los Angeles inci- 
dent represented the only effort 
that he knew about in the US. 
to expel a chapter from a com- 
munity-wide organization. 

Someone Is Lying 

When Sandler was asked whe- 
ther the JPFO had taken any 
stand on the persecution of Zion- 
ists behind the Iron Curtain, he 
questioned the reliability of press 
reports on such activities. 

He was reminded that the Com- 
munist Hungarian Government 
had formally prosecuted six Hun- 
garian Zionist leaders and jailed 
those found “guilty.” 

To this, Sandler retorted that 
“they were not prosecuted as 
Zionists. They were prosecuted 
for anti-government acts.” 

Asked what the “anti-Govern- 
ment acts” were, Sandler said 
that Zionist officials had told 
Hungarian Jews that war was in- 
evitable and that they should get 
to Israel as soon as they could. 

Sandler then drew a parellel to 
the reaction of U.S. Jews to Is- 
rael Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion’s eall to U.S. Jewish 
youth, asserting that if it was 
bad for Israel to make such an 
appeal to U.S. Jews, why was it 
good for Israel to make such an 
appeal to Jews in the Soviet sat- 
ellite states? 

There Is A Difference 

Reminded that U.S. Jews had 
the opportunity and freedom to 
make the choice, Sandler denied 
there was any effort to prevent 
East European Jews from leaving 
for Israel. 

He pointed to the recently-in- 
stituted Polish Government policy 
of permitting any Jew to leave 
during the coming year, provided 
he renounces his Polish citizen- 
ship. He ignored the eartier re- 
cord of the Communist Polish 


Government 
gration. 

He was asked about Ruman. 
ian and Hungarian Jews and re. 
torted that they were perfectly 
free to leave when they wished, 
He brushed aside the appeals 
made by Moshe Sharett, Israel 
Foreign Minister, to Anna Pau. 
ker, Communist Foreign Min. 
ister of Rumania, in which 
Sharett appealed for a reversal 
of Rumania’s rigid anti-emi. 
gration policy. 

Efforts to place the exact ideo. 
logical and membership status 
of the JPFO also ran into dif- 
ficulties. 


Neutral On Religion 

Sandler said the group was nei- 
ther religious nor anti-religious 
but admitted that the number ot 
enrolled synagogue members in 
the JPFO was probably very 
small. 

He said tke organization has 
55,000 members, remarking with 
some pride that 20,000 were na. 
tive American Jews. He said 
membership appeals were aimed 
at Jewish workers and intellect. 
urals and that the JPFO barred 
no one, except presumably “re. 
actionaries.” 

He said the JPFO is primarily 
a fraternal organization, provid. 
ing insurance and sick benefits 
for its members. It also has a 
network of schools, up to the high 
school level, for some 6,000 
pupils. 

He said Hebrew was taught 
in the high schools and that all 
grades were taught about k- 
rael. To a specific question as 
to whether the children were 
taught anything about Zionism, 
Sandler said they were not. 

Asked if this was a deliberate 

policy, he said he thought it was 
due to a belief that the children 
“were too young to understan? 
such things.” 

He said, in proof of JPFO in 
terest in Israel, that the organi- 
zation took part in local cam: 
paigns for the United Jewish 
Appeal. In addition, the JPFO is 
engaged on a drive to raise $250, 
000 for its own program, which 
includes aid to Israel. 

Support Left Wingers 

The Israel aid consists of sip- 
port of a small group of left 
wing, Yiddish-speaking immi 
grants, who politically support 
the Mapam, Israel’s second lar- 
gest political party, which has 
been pro-Soviet in its orientation, 

That slant has weakened in re- 
cent months under the impact of 
Communist attacks and persecw 
tion of Zionists. ; 

The JPFO also aids Jews be 
hind the Iron Curtain, a neat 
trick managed by working 
through the Central Committees 
of Jews im each satellite state. 

Despite considerable evidence 
to the contrary, Sandler insisted 
that the central committees were 
not controlled by Communists.

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JWV Conclave Set To Tackle 
Issue Of Civic Defense Role

I BEACH, Fla.—The 54th annual encampment of the 

Jewish War Veterans opened this week with the highest enroll- 
ment in its history and the election of Jackson J. Holtz of Boston 
as national commander for the coming year as a virtual certainty. 
Holtz, for 14 years assistant U. S. Attorney in Boston, went to 


the annual convention with wide- 
spread backing. He is a National 
executive committeeman from the 
first JWV region. 

One of the major issues. to 
be dealt with by the conven- 
tion will be the question of the 
120,000-man organization’s réle 
in Jewish civic defense. 

The issue was highlighted re- 
cently by participation of the 
JWV post at Peekskill in demon- 
strations at the two Communist- 
sponsored concerts there. 

Probe Launched 

The national JWV office laun- 
ched an investigation of the par- 
ticipation of its JWV post in the 
demonstration, which erupted into 
riots that shook the community’s 
Jewish population. (NJP, Sept. 
16, Sept. 23). 

The JWV was criticized by 
some Jewish groups for taking 
part and the national office start- 
ed its investigation to learn 
whether the post had acted with- 
out authorization. 

Ben Kaufman, national execu- 
tive director, told The Post that 
the only participation of the JWV 
veterans in the riots was that of 
breaking up gangs of teen-age 
hoodlums shouting anti--Semitic 
slogans. 

Now A Quarantine 

Subsequently the JWV announ- 
eed an order to all JWV posts to 
apply a quarantine policy in re- 
spect to demonstrations of any 
“subversive” organizations. 

Considerable dissatisfaction was 
reported with the entire handling 
by the national office of the situ- 
ation growing out of the Peeks- 
kill riots and the issue was slated 
for a complete review at the con- 
vention. 

The debate was expected to cen- 
ter oni the exact role of the JWV 
in Jewish civic defense. The JWV 
has been exploring the role it 
might play in such Jewish activ- 
ities, based primarily on the argu- 
ment that as an organization of 
veterans, it has contacts with non- 
Jewish personalities and organi- 
zations, particularly in the gen- 
eral field of veterans activities, 
not available to any other Jewish 
civic defense group. 

Holtz’ backers won support for 
him on the grounds that the JWV 
postwar expansion had been too 
tapid for efficient handling and 
that Holtz’ record as an organi- 
zer made him the logical candi- 
date to succeed Meyer Dorfman 
of St. Paul. 

The 42-year-old Bostonian dem- 

onstrated his administrative gifts 
as a Massachusetts department 
commander, and in building up 
the Amos Lodge in Boston, which 
became the largest B’nai B'rith 
lodge in Eastern United States 
under his presidency. 
. A member of the Zionist Organ- 
Wation of America, Holtz has been 
extremely active in New England 
Zionism. 


Israel Expect 


200,000 In Year 

TEL AVIV—(WNS)—The Jew- 
ish Agency expects that approxi- 
mately 200,000 new immigrants 
Will arrive in Israel in the Jew- 
ish year 5710, it was disclosed 
here by Levi Eshkol, head of the 
Agency’s settlement division, in a 
statement revealing that the 
agency was expected to resettle 
about 10,000 families on land in 
the coming year.

Mapam Moves Closer 
To Deal With Mapai 


JERUSALEM — The left-wing 
Mapam, second largest political 
party in Israel, moved a _ step 
closer this week toward entering 
the coalition cabinet dominated 
by the centrist Mapai. 


World Wide News Service re- 
ported that the national council 
of Mapam accepted the proposal 
for entrance in the coalition. 


The National Council added the 
provision that steps toward such 
an agreement must seek “a pro- 
gram agreed to by both sides on 
Government policy.” 


Entrance of Mapam into the 
coalition would free the Mapai 
of its dependence on the Relig- 
ious Bloc and, in the opinion of 
observers here, bring major 
changes in Government policy 
toward the fight of the Religious 
Bloc for a Jewish State based on 
Orthodox Jewish law. 


Israeli Arrest 


Zealot Leaders 

JERUSALEM — Israeli 
cracked down this week for the 
first time on the Netura Karta, 
ultra-Orthodox religious extrem- 
ists, with the arrest of their lead- 
er, Rabbi Amaram Blau. 

Rabbi Blau was released on 
ban] 24 hours later, along with 
other leaders of the religious 
fanatics arrested in the same 
roundup. 

The arrests were made in con- 
nection with disturbances in Jer- 
usalem created by the sect in its 
efforts to enforce rigid observance 
of the Jewish sabbath in Jeru- 
salem. 


World Wide News Service 
reported that the arrests fol- 
lowed a demonstratiion by the 
sect against a Succoth pilgrim- 
age to Mt. Zion sponsored by 
the Ministry of Religion and 
the Jerusalem municipality.

Council Official Vows Full Aid 


To Israel; Policy

MILWAUKEE—A major change in policy by the anti-Zionist 
American Council for Judaism was forecast this week by a State- 
ment from a Council official promising maximum aid toward re- 
settlement efforts of Jews in Israel. 

After a tooth-and-nail fight to prevent Israel from coming into 


being, the Council took the form- 
al stand that, as far as its mem- 
bers were concerned, Israel was 
a “foreign state.” (NJP, May 21, 
1948) 

In later statements, the Coun- 
cil asserted repeatedly that it 
was not opposed to Israel, a 
position apparently aimed at 
placing the Council-in a position 
of neutrality. 

Council Very Silent 

The Council post-Israel emer- 
gence stand has since been aimed 
at “Jewish nationalism,” but ex- 
cept for a public statement by 
one of its chapters hailing the 
heroic struggle of the Israeli 
against the invasion by seven 
Arab states last year, and the 
accomplishment of the new state 
in taking in hundreds of thou- 
sands of refugees, the Council 
has remained silent on any in- 
terest toward the Jews of Israel. 

The exception was a group 
of advertisements in the Cin- 
cinnati AngloJewish press 
placed by the local chapter 
of the Council, which was re- 
cently admitted to full mem- 
bership in the Cincinnati Jew- 
ish Community Council. 

The statement of full aid to
